Key West, Fla., May 24. —[Special. }—The 
Wampatuck came into Key West this morn- 
ing and with it the story of a regular shell- 
ing of the forte at Santiago.

Spanish Fire Is Rapid. 

The range was a little over a mile and the 
Spanish fire was rapid and well directed, but 
it never seemed to occur to Captain Jungmen 
to withdraw out of danger.

Gibraltar, May 24.—The fleet and expedi- 
tion assembled at Cadiz are not going tothe 
Philippines, The bulk of the military massed 


at Cadiz has been sent to Algeciras to make 


room for the battalions coming from Bar- 
celona. The Cadiz squadron will sail for 
the Canaries, to await orders. The same 
tactics as employed at Cape Verde will 
prevail. 

The Cadiz squadron, as officially an- 
nounced, is composed of the battleships 
Pelayo and Carlos V., the cruiser Alfonso 
XIII., the destroyers Audaz, Prosperina, and 
Destructor, and the auxiliary cruisers 
Rapido; Patriota, Alfonso XII., Antonio 
Lopez, Ciudad, Cadiz, Leon XIIL, and 
Buenos Ayres. 

The following are now lying in Cadiz har- 
bor: Pelayo, Carlos V., Alfonso XII., one 
torpedo boat, one destroyer, three auxiliary 
cruisers, and the transport General Vald- 
esall. All are ready for sea. 

Following are in the Cadiz dock yards: 
Rapido, Patriota, both to be ready by the 
end of the month; Alfonso XIII., just com- 
pleted; and the Princess Asturias, not to 


be ready for some time. Lying off Algeciras | 


are the Destructor, one torpedo, and one 
small coasting cruiser. 

The Destructor has steam up, but there 
came a sudden change of tactics. Madrid, 
in countermanding the Philippine expedi- 
tion, turned everything upside down. 

The Montserrat is expected at Cadiz daily, 
if it escapes quarantine at Carunna, to arm 
as a cruiser. The Carlos V. has made a 
trial of its guns, firing 150 rounds from the 
28-centimeter guns. Two were found to be 
defective and will be replaced immediately. 
_ General Alis, a leading military expert, 
praises the government for abandoning the 
projected expedition to the Philippines. It 
is considered much more sensible to send the 
fleet to Cuba to codperate with Cerverz. 

The Captain of the Virginia, just arrived 
at GibraMar from Puerto Rico, says a fright- 
ful state of affairs prevails there. Rice its 
two pesetas per pound, and women and chil- 
dren are starving. 

An English corporal at Gibraltar sailed a

YET 


Secretary Long Officially Denies the Various Reports of a 
Battle in the Windward Passage—Believed in Naval 
a Cireles the Spanish Fleet Has Been Cornered. 


Washington, D. O., May 25.— (Spe- 
eial.)— President McKinley at midnight 
received important dispatches in cipher, 
for which he was waiting. He ap- 
peared greatly gratified after learning 
the contents of the dispatches. It is 
believed they dealt with the operations 
of Admiral Sampsoh’s squadron. 


Washington, D. C., May 24.—[{Special.}—At 
4 o'clock this afternoon Secretary Long au- 
thorized a denial of the various reports of a 
battle in the Windward Passage and just be- 
fore he went to bed tonight he reiterated the 
statement and declared that such a battle 
was next to impossible. 

From this statement and other information 
gathered at the department it is now gener- 
ally accepted in naval circles that the Span- 
jards have been bottled up in the harbor of 
Santiago. It is supposed that either Samp- 
son or Schley is now outside of the harbor 
preparing to force an entrance, if it is pos- 
sible, and otherwise to maintain a blockade 
and keep the Spaniards where they can be of 
no service to Blanco or to the Madrid gov- 
ernment. 

The more the chart of Santiago Bay is 
studied by naval offcers the less confident 
are they of the ability of any fleet to force 
a passage into the inner bay in the face of 
four armored cruisers, mounting eight 


11-inch guns, and two torpedo boat destroy- 


ers with an infinite capacity for mischief in 
inland waters. It is not believed that thé 
American ships would have much difficulty 


in reducing Morro Castle, on the southeast- 


ward point of the entrance, or even in de- 
stroying the famous Estrella battery, which 
commands the channel at a point where it 
is considerably less than 500 feet wide. 

All the information hitherto received at the 
department tends to show that there are no 
extensive mine fields anywhere in the harbor, 


‘although it is more than probable.that the 


Spaniards have utilized the last month in 
planting a number of contact torpedoes. 
If there were no ships inside the harbor it 
would be perfectly feasible for one or two of 
our torpedo boats to countermine and free 
the channel of all explosives when the shore 
batteries had once been silenced. The diffi- 
culty in forcing an entrance lies in the fact 
that our ships must travel through a nar- 
row channel, nearly a mile long, which is 
commanded by a couple of lateral bays from 
which the torpedo boats could discharge 
their projectiles at short range, and against 
the broadside of advancing ships. 
Difficulties in the Way. 

If these dangers were safely passed it 
would be quite possible for Admiral Cervera 
to mass his four ships just back of Smith's 
Cay, at the head of the narrow channel, and 
take the Yankee battleships in the flank, 
one by one, as they approach. The hills 
about the harbor are sufficiently high to 
prevent our fleet firing overland, and every 
little point must be doubled with the pos- 
sibility of finding a hostile fleet in battle 
array on the further side. 

It is believed at the Navy department that

To do this 
it will probably be necessary to knock down 
the antiquated Morro Castle at the entrar¢ce 
and reduce the batteries to the northward 
so that they will be able to give no assist- 
ance to the Spanish Admiral in case he 
should decide to make a sortie some dark 
night. It is quite as hard to get out of Sane 
tiago Bay as it is to get in it, and a couple 
of old hulks sunk in the entrance just off 


every ship of any considerable draft of 
water. |

Camp Thomas, Chickameuga National 
Park, Ga., May 24.—[Special.]—Unsolicited 
praise was awarded the First Illinois In- 
fantry today by an accidental mixed audi- 
ence of enlisted men and officers of both 
the volunteer and regular line.

AND STILL NO NEWS. 

Twenty-four hours have gone by and 
nothing has been heard yet from the differ- 
ent fleets. 80 many predictions that 
something important would happen in 
twenty-four hours or forty-eight hours 
have been falsified that the prophets 
have lengthened the time limit and an- 
nounce that startling intelligence is sure 
to be received in seventy-two hours, or to- 
wards the close of the week. 

While there are no facts, there are many 
rumors and hypotheses out of which each 
reader may select the one which seems 
most plausible or is most acceptable to 
‘him. One story is to the effect that Samp- 
son has Cervera bottled up in Santiago de 
Cuba and is going to run the batteries and 
smash him. Another story is that he has en- 
tered the harbor and that some of his ships 
have been damaged. On the other hand, 
a report comes from Port au Prince, Hayti, 
from which point much untrustworthy in- 
telligence has been received, that the Vis- 
eaya and the Alfonso XIII. have been de- 
stroyed in an engagement with the Amer- 
ican fleet. There is still another rumor to 


Santiago de Cuba and that Sampson is in 
pursuit of him. The Navy department has 
heard nothing of any engagement. 

The belief in the best informed circles in 
Washington last night was that Sampson 
has the Spanish fleet cooped up in Santiago

The statement originating in London of the 
destruction of the Spanish fleet put up the 
price of American securities. It will not 
do to put the least faith in any statement 
which originates near a stock exchange. 

So complete is the ignorance concerning 
the state of affairs at this moment that the 
imagination has free range. Anything is 
possible. The Spanish ficet may have got- 
ten out of the Caribbean Sea, or it may have 
been shut up by Sampson in sume Cuban 
port, or may have been destroyed by him. 
The fact that no word has come from him 
or any of the newspaper dispatch boats | 
most unlikely of the three. For if the 
Spaniards had eluded Sampson altogether 
news to that effect would have been likely 
to come from some quarter. It Sampson 
has had a fight, which is by no means im- 
possible, the news would not come as swift- 
ly as the first report of Dewey’s victory at 
Manila did.

SEND THE ARMY TO CUBA. 

Singe Cervera shows a disposition to dodge 
and run rather than fight, no more time 
should be lost -in waiting for a naval en- 
gagement before sending the American 
army into Cuba. We set out five weeks 
ago to drive the Spanish arniy out of Cuba 
and nothing has yet been done on the is- 
land. We have the men, the ammunition, 
and the transports, yet for some incompre- 
hensible reason the soldiers are kept stew- 
ing and chafing in Florida instead of send- 
ing them over to do the work they are 
so enger and able to accomplish. The 
people are as impatient over the needless 
delay as are the soldiers. 

There is no need for the forces of General 
Niles to wait for the end of the tiresome 
game of hide and seek now being played 
in the Caribbean Sea. If the Spanish Ad- 
miral cares to pursue an Artful Dodger 
policy the high seas are commodious 
enough for him to keep it up successfully 
for several weeks or months to come. His 
eluding the fleets of Sampson and Schley 
is no good reason for giving Blanco and 
his men so much additional time to build 
fortifications. 

If the fleets must be tied to the paper 
schemes of the Board of Strategy, there is 
no need for the army to be handicapped in 
the same way. Let General Miles be sent 
at once to Cuba, with no other instructions 
for cleaning out the Spaniards than those 
which Grant gave to Sheridan when he 
ordered him to clear the Shenandoah Valley: 
“Push things.” Miles will do his work 
as thoroughly as Sheridan did it he is al- 
lowed to cut loose from the leading strings 
of the Naval board and go in and win on his 
own hook. 
There has been sufficient proof that the 
dangers of fever during the rainy season 
in Cuba have been greatly exaggerated. 
There is no more danger in Cuba than 


as well be encamped in the hills back of 
Havana as on the seacoast at Tampa or 
Key West. The danger of yellow fever and 
smallpox is a matter of sanitary care and 
not one of locality. If the Spanish forces 
had been campaigning in our southern 
States they would have polluted their own 
camps and been decimated by disease the 
same as they were in Cuba. Our army 
surgeons and officers are not ignorant of 
sanitary laws, which are the same in Ouba 
as in the United States, and they can pro- 
tect our men from epidemics just as Gen- 
eral Butler did at New Orleans. He made 
that city cleaner than it had ever been 
in its life befote and the yellow fever van- 
ished. If it becomes necessary to occupy 
Havana, or Matanzas, or any other Cuban 
city the same precautions can and must 
be taken, and then even these pest spots 
will be habitable. But most of the work 
of the United States forces will lie outside 
of the cities, and the country districts of 
Cuba are healthful enough at all seasons. 

It is high time there was an end of 
this delay. This hesitation on the part of 
a mighty nation to drive out a few thou- 
sands of Spanish soldiers is making us 
ridiculous in the eyes of the world. The 
specter of a hostile squadron flitting around 
in Cuban waters seems to have paralyzed 
the Washington authoritiés. The armada 
and the Spanish army are two different 
things and they will have to be dealt with 
independently. We have the battleships 
to checkmate the one and the soldiers to 
drive out the other. It is folly to delay 
the invasion until the Spanish fleet stops 
running away. The prime object of this 
war is to drive Spain from Cuba, and the 
yay to drive it out is to drive it out. 

There ought not to be a Spanish gun on the 
whole island today if the land forces of the 
United States had been sent to Cuba with- 
oot this useless delay. With that end 
gained we could afford to let the Spanish 
fleet go on dodging for a year if it wished,

| ANTI-OLEOMARGARINE LAWS UPSET. 


The United States Supreme Court has de- 
cided that the anti-oleomargarine laws of 
Pennsylvania are null and void, being “ an 
unwarranted interference with interstate 
commerce in the sale of a legitimate food 
product.” The Chicago manufacturers of 
oleomargarine are much obliged to the court 
for reopening the markets of two States 
which have been closed to them for some 
years. 

The Pennsylvania law probibited abso- 
lutely the importation of oleomargarine into 
that State to be sold or disposed of in any 
other way. The lawyers who voted for that 
act must have known that it was not con- 
stitutional, but they did not wish to offend 
the dairy interest, which clamored for its 
enactment, and which declared that even 
if it was set aside finally it would be benefi- 
cial while in force. The Supreme Court de- 
cides now in this case, as it has done in 
previcus cases, that a State cannot pass a 
law forbidding the sale of.an article of 


commerce manufactured in another State. 


The New Hampshire law did not prohibit 
outright the importation of oleomargarine, 
but directed that all which was brought 
into the State should be colored pink. This 
provision Justice Shiras characterized as 
a mere evasion. That is all it is. Pink 
teas are popular. Pink ice cream is not dis- 
agreeable, but pink butter is disgusting. 
The most intrepid butter eater would not 
touch it, The framers of the law were 
aware of that. 

The Supreme Court has sustained State 
laws which require packages of imitation 
butter to be stamped or branded legibly, so 
that a buyer who wants real butter may not 
be deceived. The federal law of 1886 con- 
cerning oleomargarine has similar pro- 
visions which are clearly unobjectionable.. 
Consumers should be protected against 
fraud as far as possible. If a State were 


to prohibit the manufacture of artificial | 


butter within its own limits, the State con- 
stitution permitting, the Supreme Court 
might not be inclined to set that law aside, 
but it will not tolerate any interference with 
interstate commerce. | 

Least of all will the court do so when 
that article of interstate commerce which | 
a State attempts to deprive its citizens of 
Oleomar- 
garine is a cheap but not unwholesome prod- 
uct. Probably there would be a greater de- 
mand for butter if there were no oleomar- 
garine. Doubtless there would be a better 
demand for wool if the manufacture of 
mixed wool and cotton fabrics were for- 
bidden, but such legislation would be of as 
dubious propriety as probibitory laws 
against oleomargarine.

SCHOFIELD AND W ON HAWAII. 

The views of General Schofield and Ad- 
miral Walker, presented before the House 
Committee on Foreign Affairs the other 
day, while the Newlands resolution for the 
annexation of Hawaii was under considera- 
tion, coming as they do from two of the 
most distinguished officers of the army and 
navy respectively, constitute a most inter- 
esting and instructive sequel to the report 
of the committee on the same subject, print- 
ed in yesterday's 

Both General Schofield and Admiral 
Walker have visited the Hawaiian Islands, 
and have devoted much study to the ques- 
tion of the desirability of their annexation 
to the United States in a military, commer- 
cial, industrial, and economic point of view. 
Speaking as naval and military experts, 
their testimony is of the first importance— 
in fact, none could be of higher authority, 
It is significant that, while they agree in 
every essential particular, they are cor- 
roborated by officers of the army and navy 
generally who have had an opportunity of 
studying this question on the ground and 
with reference to its strategic relations, 
Both are emphatic in their opinion that 
the possession of Hawaii, instead of being 
a cause of embarrassment to us, would be 
a source of added strength, as it would 
give us a base capable of being fortified 
until practically impregnable, from which 
our long line of Pacific coast could be pro- 
tected from a foreign enemy more effectual- 
ly and at less cost than would be practicable 
depending upon coast defenses and a navy 
for coast duty alone. The reasons for this 
have been presented by many writers since 
the question of Hawaiian annexation be- 
came a prominent issue, but by none more

have won for him a reputation in Europe as 
well as in his ou counttx. 
The cost of fortitying Peat! Harbor is 
estimated by Admiral Walker at less than 
the cost of a single battleship—say $500,- 
000—while he thinks a garrison of 2,000 
amply sufficient for its protection except in 
case of actual war, when an effective force 
of militia could be organized in the islands. 
Both agree that there is serious risk in post- 
poning the act of annexation, in view of the 
rapid deerease of the natives and the in- 
crease of the Asiatic population. While 
Japan now disavows any purpose or de- 
sire to interfere with the plan of annexation, 
there is no reason to believe it will con- 
tinue to do so should the consummation of 
the ect be delayed much longer. 

Although speaking chiefly from a mili- 
tary or naval point of view, General Scho- 
field and Admiral Walker regard the future 
commercial value of the islands as no less 
important. Already their trade with us 
amounts to over $18,000,000 per annum, 
which after annexation would be vastly in- 
‘ creased—especially in view of the acquisi- 
tion of the Philippines—and their entrance 
upon a new era of commercial and indus- 
trial development. In the light of such tes- 
timony, and with an assured majority in 
the House in favor of the measure, there is 
absolutely no excuse for further delay in 
bringing the question to a vote. 


The Republican Executive 
committee is willing to ac- 
commodate John Humphrey 
whenever it can. It had or- 
dered that no legislative 
conventions be held before the county con- 
vention, which will be on the 8th of June. 
but Farmer John asked that the con- 
vention for his district be held at an early 
hour on the morning of the 8th—so early 
that some of the delegates from remoter 
towns which he does not expect to carry 
may not be able to be on hand. Mr. Engel- 
hard, who is Humphrey’s chief competitor 
for the nomination, protested against the 
change, but it was made, because the com- 
mittee sympathized with Humphrey. This 
trick will count for nothing if the Repub- 
licans of the country towns desire to get 
rid of Humphrey. The Executive commit- 
tee can fix the date of the convention, but it 
cannot regulate the primaries. If the Repub- 
licans desire to go to them and elect anti- 
Humphrey delegates, nobody can hinder 
them. It is believed that that is the present 
intention of a majority of them, In order 
to make sure of knocking out Humphrey 
they should concentrate their votes on one 
man—preferentially Mr. Engelhard, who is 
the strongest candidate in the field. Ifa 
third candidate tries to get a few delegates 
who hold the balance of power, one of those 
deals not infrequent in conventions might 
be made by which those delegates would be 
turned over to Humphrey. The more men 
therg are in the field against him the better 
pleased he will be. . , 
SPEAKER REED SHOULD YIELD. 

Speaker Reed is opposed to the annexa- 
tion of Hawaii. He is entitled to his 
opinion. He bas a perfect right to speak 
and vote against annexation. If bis con- 
stituents do not agree with his course they 
are the only ones who can properly find fault 
with it, but Mr. Reed should not take ad- 
vantage of that power which his position as 
Speaker gives him to defeat a measure 
which, while it is distasteful to him, meets 
with the hearty approval of a great ma- 
jority of the people of the United States, 
and is favored by a majority of the Re- 

publicans in the House and the Senate. 

The rules of the House are such that this 
question of annexation cannot be consid- 
ered and voted on without the Speaker's 
consent. The Committee on Rules, of 
which the Speaker is chairman, has on it 
two Democrats who are opposed to the ac- 
quisition of the Sandwich Islands. That 
is the policy of the Democratic leaders in 
the House, These two committeemen, with 
the Speaker, make up a majority of the 
committee. As long as they refuse to re- 
port a resolution fixing a date for taking 
action on the joint resolution reported by 
the Committee on Foreign Affairs nothing 
can be done. |

VALUE 
OF HAWAII. 


John M. Schofield and Admiral 


Committee on Foreign Relations in Wash-

General Schofield’s View. 


In answer to a general inquiry by Chalr- 
man Hitt as to his views on the subject, Gen- 
era) Schofield stated that he visited the is- 
lands twenty-five years ago in company with 
General Alexander, a distinguished engi+ 
neer officer of the United States, for the pur- 
pose of investigating the subject. He said: 

We spent three months on the islands 
and made a careful survey of Pearl River 
harbor and visited the other islands, and ob- 
tained the knowledge that that was the only 
harbor on the islands to be considered in 
respect to military and naval matters, and 
we found it to be of exceedingly great value. 
Its natural adaptability to haval purposes 
is perhaps not surpassed by any har- 
bor in the world: in regard to its secure 
anchorage for large fleets, its distance from 
the sea, beyond the reach of the guns of 
warships, and the great ease with which 
the entrance to the harbor could be defended 
by batteries so as to make it a perfectly safe 
refuge for merchant shipping or naval cruise 
ers, or even a fleet Which might find it nec | 
essary under any circumstances to take ret - 
uge there; for coaling grounds, for navy yard 


that kind. 

„The most important feature of all is that 
ft economizes the naval force rather than in- 
creases it. It is capable of absolute defense 
by shore batteries; so that a naval fleet after 
going there and replenishing its supplies and 
are needed, can go 
away and leave the harbor perfectly safe 
under the protection of the army. Then 
arises at once the question why this harbor 
will be of consequence to the United States. 
It has not been easy t6 make that perfectly 
clear to the minds of men who have not made 
such subjects the study of a lifetime till now; 
but the conditions of the present war, it 
seems to me, ought to make it clear to every- 
body. At this moment the government is fit- 
ting out quite a large fleet of steamers at 
San Francisco to carry large detachments 
of troops and military supplies of all kinds 
to the Philippine Islands. Honolulu is al- 
most in the direct route. That fleet of course 
will want mueh to recoal at Honolulu, thus 
saving the ameunt of freight and tonnage 
for essential stores to be carried with it. 
Otherwise they would have to carry coal 
enough to carry them all the way from San 
Francisco to Manila, and that would occupy 
a large amount of the carrying capacity of 
the fleet, and if they recoal at Honolulu all 
that will be saved. More than.that, a fleet

Now, let us suppose, on the other hand, 
that the Spanish navy in the Pacific, as well 
as in the Atlantic, or both, were a little 
stronger than ours instead of being some- 
what weaker. 
would be to go and take possession of the 
Sandwich Islands and make them the base 
of naval operations against the Pacific coast. 
“You have only to consider the state of 
mind which exists all along the Atlantic 
coast under the erroneous apprehension that 
the Spanish fleet might possibly assail our 
coast to see what woul@ be the case if the 
Spanish fleet were a good deal stronger 
than ours and took possession of Honolulu 
and made it a base of operations in attack- 
ing the points on the Pacific coast. We 
would be absolutely powerless because we 
would have no fleet there to dispute the pos- 
session cf the Sandwich Islands, whereas, 


a foreign navy could not take it, it could not 


Pacific coast. Then the Sandwich Islands 
would be a base for naval operations, just as 
Puerto Rico is against the Atlantic coast. 
If Spain is strong enough to hold Puerto 
Rica, so that a squadron can replenish with 
supplies—-coa!, ammunition, and provisions— 
there the whole Spanish fleet can raid our 
Atlentic coast at will. 

It happens that in this war we have picked 
out the only nation in the world that is a 
little weaker than ourselves. The Spanish 
fleet on the Asiatic station was the only 
one of all the fleets we could have overcome 
a: we did. Of course, that cannot again 
happen, for we will not be able to pick up 
so weak an enemy next time. We are liable 
at any time to get into a war with a nation 
which has a more powerful fleet than ours, 
and it is of vital importance, therefore, if 
we can, to hold the point from which they 
can conduct operations against our Pacific 
coast. Especially is that true until the 
Nicaragua Canal is finished, because we 
cannot send a fleet from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific. We cannot send them around Cape 
Horn and repel an attack there. If we had 
the canal finished we would be much better. 
off than now in that respect, but even then 
we would want the possession of that base, 
without which no power on earth except 
England can carry on a war against us. 


‘Germany, France, and any of those na- 
tions would jump at the chance to get the 
Sandwich Islands, while they all recognize 
our preémption. We got a preémption title 
to those islands through the volunteer ac- 
tion of our American missionaries, who 
went there and civilized and Christianized 
those people and established a government 
that has no pareve in the history of the 
world. considering its age, and we made a

we have lost those islands. Anybody else 
can come in and undertake to get them. 

“So it seems to me the time is now ripe when 
this government should do that which has 
been in contemplation from the beginning 
as a necessary consequence of the first ac-

“FARMER” JOHN HUMPHREY FINDS 
A FIGHT ON HIS HANDs, 


Fair Primaries in the Seventh District 

Likely to Shat Him Out from the 

genate—Call for a Sunrise Conven- 

‘tien His Latest Trick—Another Pro- 

test to Be Made to the County Com- 

mittee — Blection Officials Sum- 
moneda to Chicago to Be Sworn In. 


John Humphrey, the man after whom the 
Humphrey bille were named, has finally 
awakened to the fact that he haga fight on 
Mis hands in his efforts to return to the State 
Senate as the representative of the Seventh 
District: Humphrey has been in the Senate 
from that district continuously since 1886, 
and before that time served two terms in the 
Lower House. His nominations were al- 
ways secured by having a few officeholders 
and dependents fix up the list of delegates 
in a back room over night and vote them for 
„Farmer John the next day in the conven- 
tion. 

Now, however, there will be fair primaries 
in the district, and that hae set Humphrey 
to thinking. It has also inspired him to re- 
sort to a new trick by which he hopes to 
gain a point or so. In spite of the resolution 
of the County committee that all Senatorial 
conventions must be held after the county 
convention, he has obtained for his conven- 
tion a call for 8 o'clock in the morning on 
June 8 at the Sherman House, that being the 
day after the primaries. 

The scheme is a transparent one. Every 
one of the Humphrey delegates is sure to be 
a man whose bread and butter depend on the 
renomination of his patron. These will stay 
up and travel all night if necessary in order 
to be promptly on time at the convention. 
The anti-Humphrey delegates, Mving in all 
corners of the county, are apt to to be late 
in arriving. 

The machinery of the committee is sub- 
servient to Humphrey, and there is not the 
lease doubt that the convention will be 
called promptly and snap judgment taken on 
any late delegates. 

Another protest will be made to the Coun- 
ty committee, and it is probable the hour 
of the convention will be changed. The mat- 
ter is looked upon as illustrative of the des- 
perate straits into which Humphrey haa 
fall 


en. 

Notices have been sent by County Clerk 
Knopf to the clerks and judges of election 
in the country towns directing them to ap- 
pear in Chicago and take the oath of office 
before Saturday. The order is in accordance 
with the provision of the new primary law. 
As the measure makes no provision for the 
payment of mileage the country officials will 
be compelled to pay their expenses out of 
their fees. The County Clerk says that be- 
cause of the omission the County board will 
have to pay this mileage, or it will not be 
possible to secure the services of the neces- 
sary judges and clerks. Under the old law 
the election officials could be sworn in by 
justices of the peace or notaries public. 


PRINCE HAS A FIGHT ON HAND. 


Opposition to the Congressman Is Ac- 
tive—Tanner Forces at Work 


Against Guffin. 


Congressman Prince has a hard fight on. 
his hands. He wants renomination, and for 
a time had littie or no well-defined opposi- 
tion. After a while Judge Hand of Henry 
County became a candidate, and Rock 
Island County suggested Mr. Searl. In the 
course of a few weeks Judge Hand with- 
drew, and Prince’s chances of success were 
materially brightened. Searl after a hard 
fight carried Rock Island. 

Henry and Rock Island comprise a Sen- 
atorial district, the Thirty-third. Henry 
has a member of the State Board of Equal- 
ization. Rock Island can swing the Sen- 
atorial convention and give Henry what- 
ever it pleases. Payne of Rock Island wants 
to go to the Senate. Under the precedent 
of the Republicans in the district, Rock 
Island is entitled to the Senatorship, the 
term of office of Senator Fisher of Henry 
expiring. Henry does not know what to do. 
An indorsement of Prince might call for 


Rock Island. As Prince has Knox County 
and probably Stark, too, Whiteside County 
would seem to be in a position to dictate the 
nomination. 

But there are other complications having 

more or less bearing on the situation. Knox 
and Mercer are in the Thirty-fifth Senatorial 
district, with Henderson and Warren. This 
district elects a Senator this year, and For- 
rest F. Cooke of Galesburg has the call for 
the nomination, which is equivalent to an 
election. Under the apportionment recently 
declared unconstitutional, Knox was thrown 
into a district with Woodford and some 
other counties represented by Senator Fort, 
a holdover. Before the decision of the Su- 
preme Court. however, Knox indorsed Mr. 
Stephenson of that county as a candidate 
for the House in place of Frank Murdock. 
Since the decision Stephenson claims to 
have the support of the county for the Sen- 
ate, and this condition is rather annoying. 
leat it cut some figure in the Congressional 
contest. Mercer is in both Senatorial and 
Congressional districts, with Knox, and 
may conclude to make some demands in a 
legislative way. Prince has unquestionably 
the best of the situation, as Pierce, a mem- 
ber of the State Board of Equalization, 
comes from Henry. 
Washington I. Guffin of Lee County. will 
not be a member of the House next session. 
He has served three terms in the Legisla- 
ture, and enjoys the respect and esteem of 
all who know him. He never was known to 
4upport measures of doubtful character. 
and the newspapers of Illinois had no more 
faithful or truer friend than Washington 1. 
Guffin. He was opposed to all legislation 
urged against the newspapers out of spite 
work. He will return to the Legislature 
two years hence. 

Lee County was, under the unconstitution- 
al apportionment. taken away from its old 
confreres in the Twenty-ninth District, De 
Kalb, Kendall, and Grundy. It was thrown 
in with Bureau and Whiteside. De Kalb. 
Kendall, and Grundy were made a district 
by themselves. These three counties are 
handled by Colonel Isaac L. Elwood of De 
Kalb and ex-Lieutenant Governor Ray of 
Grundy. Elwood and Ray wanted te re- 
nominate Senator Dan Hunt, who 16 El- 
wood's political protégé, and a cog in the 
Tanner machine. The arrangement was 
made by which Hunt should be returned to 
the Senate, with Charley Cherry of Kendall 
for the House. Then came the decision! of 
the Supreme Court reinstating the old dis- 
trict, Lee, De Kalb, Grundy, and Kendall. 

The Tannerites are determined Guffin shall 
not be returned, and they appear to control} 
the district. Guffin, as is well known, will 
not obey the dictation of bosses, machines, 
or ring politicians, and that is the reason 
Tanner’s friends have virtually combined 
against him. It will be the first time in 
many years Lee County, with ite 2,000 Re- 
publican majority, will not send one of its 
dominant party to the General Assembly. |

INQUEST IS NOT ENOUGH. 


Matron Tilly Says She Is Not 
Blamed nor Removed. 


WOMEN CENSURE HER DEED. 


State’s Attorney Deneen will begin today 
a thorough investigation into the death of 
little Mamie Peterson, who died on Sunday 
from the effects of a scalding received in 
a bath tub at the Emeline Thomas Day Nur- 
sery in West Chicago avenue. The Execu- 
tive board of the local Federation of Day 
Nurseries, to which the Emeline Thomas 
créche belongs, so far as information is 
vouchesafed, will take no immediate action 
regarding the death of the child. 

The women, members of the association 
which manages the Emeline Thomas créche, 
met at the nursery yesterday morning. They 
declined to discuss the scalding of the child 
Mrs. Tilly, the matron, was not removed. 
At least, she was in full charge in the after- 
noon, as usual, and said that she had neither 
been reprimanded by the board nor dis- 
missed. 

State’s Attorney Deneen does not take so 
complaisant a view of the case as do the 
members of the association. He is not sat- 
isfied with the ambiguous decision of the 
Coroner’s jury, and Assistant State’s At- 
torney Sprogel will hold the second in- 
vestigation, probably on Saturday after- 
noon, when it is expected that something 
more will be developed than merely finding 
that the death of the child was caused by 
scalde of the lower 


Matron Tilly repeated yesterday t 
put the child in hot water — — 
heard that such treatment was efficacious 
in case of a person taken with epileptic fits. 

According to her testimony before the Cor- 
oner’s jury she did not put the little girl in 
a hot water bath at all, but simply sat the 
child in-a tub and turned on the scalding 


the water was scalding. Her hands were 
not in the water. The whole thing was an 
accident, for, as the child was in a fit, it did 
not feel the pain until the blistering water 
had pretty nearly parboiled the tender flesh. 
Then even the epileptic fit had to yield to 
such heroic treatment, and the little girl 
came out of the spasm and screamed. Dr. 
Suttles was able to tell by this scream that 
something was wrong, and at her sugges- 
tion Mrs. Tilly shut off the scalding water 
and the child was lifted out of the tub. The 
doctor had on her kid gloves, her attorney 
said, and the room was so dark she could 
not gee the steam rising from the water. 


Mrs. N. C. Dudley, one of the Executive 
committee of the local of Day Nur- 
series, said that while she could not speak 
officially without consulting Mrs. Conger, 
the President, yet personally she felt that 
there could be no excuse for treatment which 
would permit a child to be plunged into a 
bath hot enough to inflict fatal burns.

Several letters have been réceived from 
different disinterested persons who have in- 
vestigated the affair, and they all condemn 
in the strongest terms the “ carelessness ”’ 
of a person who would turn scalding water 
into a tub in which an epileptic child had 
been placed for a warm bath.

Little Mamie Peterson was buried in the 
afternoon. The pastor of the Danish Lu- 
theran Church, the Rev. Mr. Erickson, raised.

No Hope of Gaining Public Faith 
in Present Form. 


The Trunk Line Freight committee is in 
ecssion in New York arranging for the 
restoration of east-bound freight rates on 
May 30. At present ali thé east-bound roads 
are carrying freight at from 5 cents to 10 
cents less than agreed tariff. The trunk 
lines object to this, because the lake lines 
are cutting rates worse than the railroad 
tines, and as the trunk lines have to accept 
their proportion of whatever through rates 
are made they suffer serious loss of revenue. 

While the trunk lines will no doubt strain 
every nerve to secure the maintenance of 
the high tariff rates, both by the railroad 
and the lake lines, it does not look as if they 
would succeed. The Central Freight asso- 
ciation roads, since they commenced to make 
cut rates, have been doing an enormous busi- 
ness, and for the first time in many years 
the lake lines found it hard work to keep up 
with them: The faMacy of the idea that the 
east-bound railroads cannot compete with 
the lake lines has been demonstrated, and 
the railroads are not likely to commit again 
the mistake of aiding the lake lines by stick- 
ing to prohibitive rates. 

Although the railroads are now doing a 
better and more profitable business than for 
years they lose no opportunity to impose 
additional burdens upon 
While they havé not been making any direct 
edvance in passenger rates they have been 
making, extra charges for imaginary or real 
‘work which formerly was done free of 
Young People’s Christian 
‘Union of the Universalisf Church, which 
meets here from July 15 to 20, secured from 
the Central Passenger association the usual 
rate of one fare for the round trip.
